What features should a boatman 


look for when buying binoculars? 


—For power, six to 10 is best. 


Opera glasses are usually only 
three power.

—For focusing,

expensive. Central focusing is bet- 
ter for marine use since it allows 
one-hand operation. The time-hon- 
ored sailors' adage says: "One 
hand for yourself and one for the 
boat." A central focusing model 
ets you adjust the glasses with 
one hand while holding onto a roll- 
ing boat. 


—For light gathering 
power, 


lote the size of the front and rear 
lenses. A large diameter eyepiece 
indicates a bright image that will 
be usejul at night. 


-For lens coating check, see if 


there is a blue tint to the glass. 
Uncoatecl optics and prisms can 
cause up to 40 per cent loss in 
jrilliance. 


—For best field of view, ask for 


,vicle angle or the new extra wide 
angle models. Wilh the same mag- 
nification, you will see a much 
broader view and find it easier to 
spot the target and hold It in 
sight, 


•f^-For quality of construction, 


test the controls to be sure they 
move smoothly. Be certain that 
both images can be aligned into 
one clear 
picture. Reverse 
the 


glasses, look inlo Ihe large lenses 
to check interior for any imper- 
fections. 


When you use binoculars on 


your boat, keep them on a strap 
around your neck for safety. Store 
them in their case in a dry safe 
place, or take them home if the 
boat cannot be locked.
